COMPROMISE. 


RESULTS OF OLD FEUDS 
IN IRELAND, 


——F 


Speaking at the Derry Ro Club yester- 
day, Mr. Joseph Devlin, MP said that he 
desired to emphasise the necessity for a spirit 
of good-will and understanding amongst the 
people of Ireland. One of the limitations of 
our national character, more obvious in 
Ulster than elsewhere, was that those who 
differed, and houestly differed, had a rare 
Naicrecwg | of coming together to unite in 
a spirit of comradeship and. good-will upon 
s upon which they could 
agree, to leave aside the bitterness of the 
big things upon which they were disunited, 
and try to unite on the smaller and subsidiary 
things, which were sometimes more vital for 
the welfare of the community. What they 
lacked in this country was one of the things 
that made England reat—namely, the 
quality of compromise. Was there a single 
thing that had occurred within the last ten 
years that had not brought home to their 
minds how Set tet a it would be for them 
to try and solve great problems before the 
bitterness of quarrels had been accentuated, 
to try and see if they could not adjust 
matters as well before war as after? 

He challenged anyone to declare 
without the universal destruction “and ruin 
brought upon the human race. by the 
Var, without the evils, moral, 
financial and industrial, caused by the Irish 
civil war, and without any of the conse 
pra tar of industrial conflict in England now 

rawing to a close, that when they came 
down to the causes, they could not have 
found a more salutary end more satisfactory 
solution of these things before war tha» after. 
How much happier and brighter woe 
the nations be if it had been possible, by 
good temper and arbitration and conciliation, 
to reach a settlement? How far had they 
solved the problem in this country by the 
Irish civil war! Look at all the mischief 
that had been done, whereas if a number of 
men of different political views, moved by an 
honest desire for the solution: of them, had 
come together, they would have, he thought, 
without bloodshed and without the destru: 
tion of so much that they held dear, have 
solved the problem. 


THE FATALISTIC IDEA, 

Then if they took the result of the in- 
dustrial war—the mine-owners wére in a less 
powerful position to carry on, the trades 
unions were almost bankrupt; there was not 
a single interest that had not been hurt, if 
not destroyed. Though not an optimist, he 
felt that the present generation had less 
reason then the generation before for de- 
spair. Apart from the effects of the trade 
depression, the masses of the people were in 
a better position; they had better wages, 
shorter hours, greater security, He declined 
to agree that this was the worst age. In-

TEACHING OF IRISH. 
Bh SC cú Fé 
GALWAY. PROFESSORS’ VIEWS. 


Mr. Séamus Luibhéad, Secretary of the 
Galway Branch of the Gaelic League, writes 
as follows, under Sunday's date :— 

“The violent attacks on the teaching of, 
the Lrish language, which have been a feature 
of recent Protestant educational meetings, 
was considered to-day by the Galway Branch 
of the Gaelic League; which decided to call 
oa the Minister of Education to stand firm 
resist’ these attempts to destroy the 
surest proof of our nationality. The meet- 
ing was largely composed of university pro- 
fessors and secondary and primary teachers, 
who repudiated in the strongest terms the 
statements of Bishop Miller and others that 
the standard of education had: been lowered 
by the teaching of Irish in the schools. It 
was the unanimous opjnion of those teachers 
that the standard of education was never 
higher than at present; 

‘* The Professor of Education in University 
College, Galway, who has studied the educa. 
tional system in English schools, stated 
emphatically that he found the standard was 
far higher in Connemara schools than in the 
board schools of Liverpool'and London. The 
Intermediate schools, in which instruction 
Was given through Trish, was- at the head 
of the lists in the recent Intermediate 
examinations. 

‘The meeting considered that if anv sec- 
tion of Ivish children were to be educated, not 
for the benefit of Ireland, but of England 
or her colonies, such education should uct 
be provided at the expense of Irish tax- 
payers,

MONAGHAN AGRICULTURAL 
COMMITTEE’S VIEW. 


At a meeting of Monaghan Agricultural 
Committee yesterday, the Rev. J. O'Daly, 
C.C., Clones, and Mr. Joseph Withrington, 
Carrickmacross, were appointed to give ew- 
dence before the Commission at present 
sitting on the subject of technical education 
iu the Free State, 

It was suggested by Mr .J, J. Turley 
that it would be well if at least some mem- 
bers of the Commission visited other coun- 
tries and got into touch with the educa- 
tional system there, so that they might find 
out how primary and technical education 
were linked up, particularly with regard to 
the agricultural industry. 

A long discussion took place on the ques- 
tion of whether technical education should 
be made compulsory. 

Mr. T. Murphy said that it would be use- 
less, unless compulsory attendance was en- 
forced, pointing to the fact that the exist- 
ing technical classes were not availed of as 
they should be. 

Mr. James King inquired how compulsory 
technical education would affect young hoys 
who had to be sent out to service early i 
life. | 
The Committee considered it* most im- 
portant that such people should have an 
opportunity of availing of technical educa- 
tion, and that employers should see that they 
got it. The Committee unanimously de- 
cided to express the opinion that compulsory 
attendance should be enforced in respect of 
all boys and girls between the ages of 14 
and 17. The question of the administrative 
costs of such a scheme was discussed, and 
the Committee considered the matter of im- 
parting practical] education so important that 
finance should not stand in the way, the 
Chairman (Senator Toal) pointing out that 
this was a matter with which the State 
would have to deal.

Road- Materials. 


John Loudon MacAdam, who gave his 
name to a system of road-making, died 
just ninety years ago. His system pro- 
duced toughness and durability by the use 
of granite broken into sharp fragments, 
which, on being rolled, fitted into one 
another. Pebbles of rounded shape easily 
are separated when subjécted to stress; 
but the macadamised road, up to a certain 
point, grew firmer under repeated 
pressure. In the earlier type of mac- 
adamised road there was no cementing 
material between the interlocking stones. 
Consequently, in course of time, and as a 
result of friction under the shocks of 
trafic, attrition took place and a fine 
material was produced which turned, in 
wet weather, to a sticky mud. The 
Engineering Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph says that to less than 85 per 
cent. of the total wear of a macadanised 
road was dué to this process, while only 10 
per cent, was due to surface wear and 5 
per cent. to other causes. Excellent as 
MacAdam 's system seemed in the days of 
horse traffic, it met, with the arrival of 
fast-moving motor traffic, a stress for 
which MacAdam had made no provision. 
The driving wheels of motor vehicles exert a 
dragging and disintegrating force upon 
road surfaces that is more injurious than 
the hammering of horses’ hooves. Suction, 
following the passage of the clinging tyre, 
moreover, whips the finer particles from 
the surface and exposes to wear material 
which previously was protected. Two im- 
provements in MacAdam s process have 
been made in modern times which have 
gone far to eliminate its defects. The 
macadam itself has been cemented by a 
finer, clayey substance, as the 
“ kaolin” produced: by the disintegration 
of granite; and both the body and the sur- 
face of the macadam have been rendered 
waterproof. In what is known as the tar- 
macadamised road, the stones are coated 
with tar before laying, or they are laid, 
roHed and then impregnated with liquid 
tar, with a finishing layer of fine mineral 
material. Such waterproof roads resist 
alike the attrition suffered under the older 
method and the disintegrating effect of 
freezing water. At present they command 
almost universal favour—save in America, 
In the United States concrete roads in- 
créase| from six miles in 1909 to 30,000 
miles in 1922, and they are being laid 
across the Continent as fast as machines 
can work. At. present the economic 
efficiency of these roads, which require 
such careful supervision in the prepara- 
tion of the material, and lend themselves 
but indifferently to repair, “is regarded 
as unproved,”’

The Times expresses a mild surprise at 
the importance which so many people in 
many lands attach to the results of the 
Imperial Conference. It says truly that 
the report of the Inter-Imperial Relations 
Committee involves no “ far-reaching con- 
stitutional experiment,” and is “ essentially 
a register of conditions as they exist 
already rather than a programme for the 
future.”

“The beginning of the breaking up of 
the British Empire’ is a sample of 
extreme opinion, while “the beginning of 
& new epoch of power and influence ” is 
another. 

All agree, however, in regarding the new 
situation which has been created as the 
most important and significant develop- | 
ment in international affairs for a long 
time. There is much speculation as to 
how far the increased measure of Dominion 
autonomy will affect Great Britain’s in- 
fluence in world affairs, especially in con- 
‘nection with the League of Nations. 

On the one hand, it is pointed out that 
England, by her new Magna Charta, has 
eliminated many causes of friction and 
|} embarrassment in the Empire, while on 
‘the other hand the opinion -is expressed 
that fundamental economic differences will 
inevitably arise between the Dominions 
and the mother country, causing a gradual 
drifting apart, and in the end the dis- 
ruption of the Empire. It is generally 
agreed that the change in the title of the 
King is unimportant. 

While pessimists argue that the main- 
tenance of diplomatic. representatives of 
the Dominions in the capitals of the world 
is bound to lead to conflicts, optimists say 
that the new system will promote a more 
sympathetic understanding between the 
units of the Empire, which will result in 
fuller and closer co-operation and co 
ordination than ever before. 


A NOTE OF ENVY. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

The main recommendations of the report 
of the Committee are prominently featured 
and extensively commented upon.in the 
American Press. | 

The. general tenour of the comment is 
that the British Empire is, so to speak, 
rather like a good book, which, instead of 
being allowed to go out of print, has been 
revised and brought up to date. The 
statesmanship and. sound political: sense 
of the Imperial Government are em- 
phasised, and in some quarters it is. pos- 
sible to find even a note of envy and 
wonder at the flexibility of an Empire 
which sp easily adapts itself to’ meet 
changed conditions. 

The Herald-Tribune, commenting on the 
report, says:—‘It is of an elastic, im- 
perial character. All that it implies is 
hidden inscrutably in the future.” 

Regarding the question of equality of 
status, the newspaper is of the opinion 
that Great Britain's primacy cannot be 
extinguished suddenly, and will probably 
continue in practice, especially in Im- 
perial foreigu relations, for a generation 
or more. . 

‘The: Herald-Tribune. concludes on an 
optimistic note:—‘‘ The British Empire 
is of ancient growth. It will probably go 
ahead in the old way, untroubled by 
théories ‘and abstractions, renewing the 


extraordinary, prosperity and made it one 
of the greatest States in the world,” 


“CHARTER OF NATIONHOOD.” 

The New York World calls the report 
‘Charter of Nationhood,’’ and: observes 
somewhat ruefully: “ The new system of 
management of the sisterhood of nations 
containing one quarter: of the population’ 
of the globe may be put into effect, if it is 
so decided, far more easily than we can 
upset the eighteenth amendment.’’ 

NO HARD AND FAST RULES. 

The New Fork Times says that notlring 
radically new is proposed in the report 
except means of making the old Empire 
move easily in the modern world. The 
newspaper continues: ‘It is because the 
British Empire for the last hundred and 
fifty years has not been cursed with a 
doctrinaire spirit that it has endured, 
and bids fair to ¢ontinue unshaken in its 
foundations.

THE CABINET’S ATTITUDE. 

Beyond formal notification to the 
Government by the Miners’ Federation of 
the rejection of the suggested terms of 
settlement, there were no moves in the 
coal .situation in London yesterday, and 
interest centred on the provinces, where, 
in accordance with the resolution passed 
by the Delegate Conference, meetings with 
the coalowners are being arranged. 

The Press Association learns that in 
Government circles it is held that the 
Cabinet's offer to set ~up a National 
Tribunal, .to’-which appeals from the 
districts will be taken, lapses automati- 
cally as a result of the refusal of the 
miners to accept the Government's condi- 
tions.

RUSH TO WORK. 

Meanwhile, as indicated by the official 
return, men are returning in many areas 
in large numbers without waiting for the 
conclusion of district settlements. There 
was quite a rush back in the Lothians for 
work on an eight-hour basis at the April 
rates. Many thousands have returned in 
the Doncaster district, where three or four 
collieries have their full complement. ™ 

In the Wigan néighbourhood about three 
thousand more men resumed yesterday, 
and for the first time since the stoppage 
commenced the London, Midland and Scot- 
tish Railway ran an early morning train 
for colliery workers in outlying districts. 

Representatives of the Durham mine- 
workers are to meet the owners to-day to 
discuss terms for a settlement, and a pre- 
liminary meeting of the Board of the 
men's organisation yesterday. conferred 
upon the course of action to be pursued.

THREE AIRMEN 
KILLED. 


TWO ACCIDENTS IN 
ENGLAND. 


Three airmen—two belonging to ‘the 
R.A.F.—lost their lives yesterday in aero- 
plane accidents in England. 

The first accident occurred in the 
morning at Stag lane Aerodrome, at Edg- 
ware (London), when a De Havilland Moth 
machine crashed. Mr. 8. L. F..St. Barbe, 
a well-known aerial authority, and an 
instructor of the London Aeroplane Club, 
was injured, while his mechanic, Mr. 
J. S$. M. Michie, was killed. The accident 
was caused by a dive, due to a stall near 
the ground. : 

Several hours later a two-seater aero- 
plane crashed to earth and burst into 
flames. at the Kenley Aerodrome, near 
Caterham. The Air Ministry, in an official 
‘Teport,.says:— —- 

A D.H. 9 A machine, of No. 24 Com- 
munication Squadron, Kenley, crashed at 
2. p.m., resulting in the immediate 
death of Pilot-Flight-Lieutenant Felix St. 
John Woollard, A.F.C., and later, of 
injuries, of his passenger, Flying Officer 
Frederick Lang Collison. 

A young | flying officer who saw the 


occurrence at Kenley stated that the 
machine had attained a height of only 
two hundred feet when it got into a nasty 
stall. ‘There was no time for the ‘pilot to 
right himself, and the aeroplane’ nose- 
dived, the engine burying itself in the 
ground just behind the sheds. There was 
an explosion as the petrol tank burst, and 
the flames quickly involved the whole 
machine, a tongue of flame leaping from 
it. 

It could be seen at once that all hope 
of rescuing Flight-Lieutenant Woollard 
was gone, but officers and men rushed. to 
the wreckage and broke the fuselage, and 
got out Flying Officer Collison, whose face 
was badly cut about. | 3 

Both officers were war-time pilots 
Flight-Lieutenant Woollard, who had 
been awarded the Air Force Cross, was one 
of the most experienced pilots at the aero- 
drome. Flying Officer Collison was also 
a pilot: with a fine record, 

Air Vice-Marshal Brooke Popham was 
an eye-witness of the accident, and joined 
the officers and men in their rescue 
attempt. There were several machines in 
the ait at the time of fhe crash. 


CAUSE OF ACCIDENTS. 


STATEMENT BY SIR SAMUEL 
HOARE, 


Sir Samuel Hoare,.in a written answer 
to Colonel Gretton in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, stated that during the 
period Ist January to 18th November last 
there were 49 fatel accidents in the Air 
Fores, as against 56 in the corresponding 
period of last year, the number of deaths 
being 78 and 50, respéctively, and the 
aircraft reported as “ written off charge '' 
as a result of crashes being 2350 and 212, 
respectively. 

Of the deaths in 1926; stated Sir 
Samuel, fifteen occurred in three acci- 
dents, two of which may be regarded as 
of an exceptional character. 


MORE FLYING. 


The amounv of flying in 1926 to date 
is materially in excess of that for the 
corresponding period of 1925. The figures 
related to the Royal Air Force personnel 
only, and. did not include aircraft ‘‘ written 
off charge ’’ as a result of enemy action. 
In spite of continuous and careful 
scrutiny of every individual accident, no 
general cause can be assigned. 

The steps which are being taken to 
reduce the number of accidents are con- 
tinuous. . All sides of this question are 
carefully watched—namely, the number 
of accidents; the stations at which ‘they 
occur; the time of the year; the nature 
of the country ; the type of machine; the 
medical and flying history of the pilot; 
methods of training, etc. 


INDEPENDENT INVESTIGATION. 


Every serious accident is investigated 
by an independent inspector, reporting 
to the Secretary of State, as well as by 
a local court ef inquiry. 

Endeayours are also being made to 
evolve more controllable machines, and 
mechanical devices designed to increase 
the safety of flying. Parachutes have 
been génerally introduced, and have 
saveG several lives this year. It must 
also be remembered, he adds, that air- 
craft: are constantly and -necessarily im- 
proving in performance, and every 
addition to speed and power tends to 
make the result of an accident mipre 
serious. -

United Newspapers (1918), 
Limited, tó a group represented by ‘the 
Marquis of Reading, Sir David Yule and 
Sir Thomas Catto,-and that the Marquis 
of Reading will become chairman of the 
company. The: Daily Clrronicle: and the 
other newspapers of the company will be 
conducted in accordance with the policy 
of progressive Liberalism. 

The Marevuis or READING was Viceroy 
and Governor-General of India from 1921 
till March of this year. In 1910 he was 
created a knight, and, Sir Rufus 
Isaats, Was Solicitor-General, and then 
Attorney-General. Four years later he 
was created a Baron. From 1904-1913 he 
sat as Liberal M.P.:for Reading. From 
1913 to 1921 he was Lord Chief Justice of 
England.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


GENERAL SMUTS 
PLEASED, 


AN ACID TEST FOR THE 
NATIONALISTS. 


General Smuts, interviewed at Pretoria, 
welcomed a report which, he said, while 
leaving the position substantially as had 
generally been understood since the Peace 
Conference, cleared up a number of minor 
points, while not touching on great prin- 
ciples. The ex-Prime Minister was 
pleased that General Hertzog was satisfied, 
and hoped no more would ‘be heard of his 
demand for a formal declaration of 
Dominion status to the outside world, as 
well as its international recognition. 

A serious question which now. arose, both 
for General Hertzog and his party, con- 
tinued General Smuts, would be an acid 
test of their good faith—namely, the 
dropping by the Nationalist Party of 
Article 4 of their programme, laying down 
sovereign independence as the objective of 
the party, which Nationalist leaders had 
repeatedly declared to mean secession. 

General J. O. G. Kemp, the Minister 
of Agriculture. said ‘that it was pleasant 
to know that General Hevtzog had achieved 
his object with the apparent approval of 
the rest of the Empire. Everybody seemed 
satished except General Smuts. 

Mr. QO. Pirow said that the whole of 
South Africa would appreciate the report, 
irrespective of party. He described the 
reference by General Smuts as an exhibi- 
tion of pettiness, wholly unworthy of him. 


GOOL-WILL NEEDED. 

The.J ohannesburg Star says that the con- 
tinued existence of a united Empire is a 
solid sheet-anchor of freedom for each 
nation within if. Approving the words of 
the report that “we require something 
more than immutable dogmas,’’ the Star 
concludes: ‘‘ The less of dogma the better ; 
what the Empire needs is good faith, good 
service, good-will and good sense on the 
part of all its citizens.’ 

The Hand Daily Mail considers the 
seport most valuable as strengthening the 
ties of Empire, while the constitutional 
and internationa] position of each 
Dominion as completely free to work out 
its own destiny is fully assured. Great 
Britain has gained, and not lost, by what 
she has given. The Dominions stand on 
an equality with her, but she is’ rightly 
primus inter pares. The report isa 
omen for the peace of the world. Foreign 
natious will see in it-@ new proof of the 
solidarity of the Empire, all the more

‘Varying opinions are expressed in 
political circles here regarding the report 


tions. 

“The beginning of the breaking up of 
the British Empire’ is a sample of 
extreme opinion, while “the beginning of 
& new epoch of power and influence ” is 
another. 

All agree, however, in regarding the new 
Situation which has been created as the 
most important and significant develop- 
ment in international affairs for a long 
time. There is much speculation as to 
how far the increased measure of Dominion 
autonomy will affect Great Britain’s in- 
fluence in world affairs, especially in con- 
nection with the League of Nations. 

On the one hand, it is pointed out that 

England, by her new Magna Charta, has 
eliminated many causes of friction and 
embarrassment in the Empire, while on 
the other hand the opinion is expressed 
that fundamental economic differences will 
inevitably arise between the Dominions 
and the mother country, causing a gradual 
drifting apart, and in the end the dis- 
ruption of the Empire. It is generally 
agreed that the change in the title of the 
King is unimportant. 
While pessimists argue that the main- 
tenance of diplomatic representatives of 
the Dominions in the capitals of the world 
is bound to lead to conflicts, optimists say 
that the new system will promote a more 
sympathetic understanding between the 
units of the Empire, which will result in 
fuller and closer co-operation and co- 
ordination than ever before. 


A NOTE OF ENVY. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 
The main recommendations of the report 
of the Committee are prominently featured 
and extensively commented upon in the 
American Press. 

The general tenour of the comment is 
that the British Empire is, so to speak, 
rather like a good book, which, instead of 
being allowed to go out of print, has been 
revised and brought up to date. The 
statesmanship and sound political: sense 
of the Imperial Government are em- 
phasised, and in some quarters it is. pos- 
sible to find even a note of envy and 
wonder at the flexibility of an Empire 
which sp easily adapts itself to meet 
changed conditions. 

The Herald-Tribune, commenting on the 
report, says:—‘ It is of an elastic, im- 
perial character. All that it implies is 
hidden inscrutably in the future.” 

Regarding the question of equality ol 
status, the newspaper is of the opinion 
that Great Britain’s primacy cannot be 
extinguished suddenly, and will probably 
continue in practice, especially in Im- 
perial foreign relations, for a generation 
or more. | : |

THREE AIRMEN 
KILLED. 


TWO ACCIDENTS IN 
ENGLAND. 


Three airmen—two belonging to ‘the 
R.A.F.—lost their lives yesterday in aero- 
plane accidents in England. 
The first accident occurred in the 
morning at Stag lane Aerodrome, at Edg- 
ware (London), when a De Havilland Moth 
machine crashed. Mr. 8. L. F..St. Barbe, 
a well-known aerial authority, and an 
instructor of the London Aeroplane Club, 
was injured, while his mechanic, Mr. 
J. 5. M. Michie, was killed. The accident 
was caused by a dive, due to a stall near 
the ground. : 
Several hours later a two-seater aero- 
plane crashed to earth and burst into 
flames- at the Kenley Aerodrome, . near 
Caterham. The Air Ministry, in an pain! 
‘report;.says:—- — ber 
A D.H. 9 A machine, of No. 24 Com- 
munication Squadron, Kenley, crashed at 
2.55 p.m., resulting in the immediate 
death of Pilot-Flight-Lieutenant Felix St. 
Jobn Woollard, A.F.C., and later, of 
injuries, of his passenger, Flying Officer 
Frederick Lang Collison. 
A young flying officer who saw the 


occurrence at Kenley stated that the 
machine had attained a height of only 
two hundred feet when it got into a nasty 
stall. There was no time for the ‘pilot to 
right himself, and the aeroplane nose- 
dived, the engine burying itself in the 
ground just behind the sheds. There was 
an explosion as the petrol tank burst; and 
the flames quickly involved the whole 
machine, a tongue of flame leaping from 
it. 
It could be seen at once that all hope 
of rescuing Flight-Lieutenant Woollard 
was gone, but officers and men rushed to 
the wreckage and broke the fuselage, and 
got out. Flying Officer Collison, whose face 
was badly cut. about. 
Both officers were war-time “Silots | 
Flight-Lieutenant Woollard, who had 
been awarded the Air Force Cross, was one 
of the most experienced pilots at the aero- 
drome. Flying Officer Collison was also 
a pilot: with a fine record. 

Air Vice-Marshal Brooke Popham was 
an eye-witness of the accident, and joined 
the officers and men in their rescue 
attempt. There were several machines in 
the air at the time of the crash. 


CAUSE OF ACCIDENTS.

STATEMENT BY SIR SAMUEL 
HOARE, 


Sir Samuel Hoare, in a written answer 
to Colonel Gretton in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, stated that during the 
period 1st January to 18th November last 
there were 49 fate] accidents in the Air 
Fores, as against 36 in the ccrresponding 
period of last year, the number of deaths 
being 78 and 50, respéctively, and the 
aircraft reported as “ written off charge '' 
as a result of crashes being 230 and 212, 
respectively. 

Of the deaths in 1926; stated Sir 
Samuel, fifteen occurred in three acci- 
dents, two of which may be regarded as 
of an exceptional character. 


MORE FLYING. 


The amoun: of flying in 1926 to date 
is materially in excess of that for the 
corresponding period of 1925. The figures 
related to the Royal Air Force personnel 
only, and. did not include aircraft ‘‘ written 
off charge ’’ as a result of enemy action. 
In spite of continuous and careful 
i scrutiny of every individual accident, no 
general cause can be assigned. 

The steps which are being taken to 
reduce the number of accidents are con- 
tinuous. All sides of this question are 
carefully watched—namely, the number 
of accidents; the stations at which ‘they 
‘occur; the time of the year; the nature 
of the country ; the type of machine; the 
medical and flying history of the pilot; 
methods of training, etc. 


INDEPENDENT INVESTIGATION. 


Every serious accident is investigated 
by an independent inspector, reporting 
to the Secretary of State, as well as «by 
a local court ef inquiry. 

Endeayours are also being made to 
evolve more controllable machines, and 
mechanical devices designed to increase 
the safety of flying. Parachutes have 
been generally introduced, and have 
saved several lives this year. It must 
also be remembered, he adds, that air- 
craft. are constantly and -necessarily im- 
proving im performance, and every 
addition to speed and power tends to 
make the result of an accident mipre 
serious.

MISAPPREHENSIONS. 
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From THE Press Associarion. 
LONDON, Monday. 

The. proclamation declaring a, state of 
national emergency in the Free State, 
following promptly the raid ón the Civic 
Guard . barrack at Crumlin, County 
Dublin, has created some fears as to the 
gravity of, the state of. disorder which 
exists in the Free State. ‘The view of the 
Free State Government is that the action 
of the Executive is -merely intended to 
enable the Public Safety Act to be put 
into full operation in case of necessity, 


and is not to be regarded as an alarmist 


or panic move. ics 

In a. conversation in London with .a 
representative of the Press Associgtion, 
Mr. Kevin. O'Higgins, Vice-President .of 
the Irish Executive Council, indicated the 
opinion heJd by the Irish Government re- 
garding the outbreak of violence which 
has occurred. There are in the Free State 
840 Civic Guard stations, each being 
occupied by three, four, or half-a-dozen 
unarmed, uniformed men. It is a 
centralised police force numbering about 
seven thousauJ, with ils headguarter im 
Dublin. There is also an armed detective 
force numbering about two hundred 
members. Besides the attack on the 
Crumlin barrack...aids have taken place 
in four counties of the Free State, and if, 
was in order to crosh this disorder that 
the Public Safety Act was passed. 

MOBILISING PUBLIC OPINION. 

The fact that the Bill passed through 
the Dail in four days, with only two dis- 
sentients, and through the Senate in a 
single sitting, and with unanimity, is 
interpreted by the Governmeni to mean 
that the country is preponderatingly in 
favour of what has been done to resiure 
public order. If this were not so, the 
Government believe that their somewhat 
drastic step would have resulted in very 
visible manifestations of disapproval. 
The Government, however, have not dis- 
covered that such disapproval . exists 
amidst the overwhelming mass of the 
people. 
have adopted, it is claimed; has been to 
mobilise the public opinion of the country 
against the outrages. 

There has been-much speculation in Ire-. |. 
land and elsewhere as to the causes which 
have led to the lawlessness which has 
been exhibited by a setn. of the 
populace. Officially it is thought that it 
may be attributed to the arrest of a man 
named Toomey on a charge which “dates 
back to last’ year, Toomey 1s alleged to 
be something of a military leader of the 
organisation-which oppesed the signing of 
the Treaty. It is felt that the shooting 
which has occurred is some sort of a 
'“gtunt ” reply to the man’s detention. 

WANING POWER. 

Another possible reason, in the opinion 
of the Government, for the recrudescence 

of violence is the waning, power of the 

Republicans. The belief is held that that 

political section of the Free State is 

becoming weaker as the Goveftiment sup- 

porters are increasing, and it is surmised 

that the malcontents felé that they must 

do something to_revive the spirits of thejr Í 
dwindling adherents: The suggestion that 

it is a ‘*demonstration’’ intended to. in- | 
fluence the coming-elections-in Ireland is 

not believed to have much foundation in. 
fact. The elections do not take place til! 

August of next year. Moreover, if thisus 

the idea at the back of the minds of the 

lawbreakers, it is regarded as extremely 

bad judgment, because the effect of their 

conduct. has been more unfavourable to 

themselves than if they had pursued their 

policy peacefully from platforms and by 

propaganda. 

The Government lay stress on the view 
that the proclamation is not to be looked 
upon as the application of military law, 
but. as something technically necessary in 
order to make operative the powers con- 
ferted by the Public Safety Act. They 
think the knowledge that such a proclama- 
tion is in existence may check the possi- 
bility of a recurrence of attacks similar 
to those which have taken place.

Mr, Percy Harris was in the van of the 
Liberal attack, while Mr. Sidney Webb: took 
charge of the. Socialist offensive. Both were 
agreed that the bill was an offence against 
free trade primciples, and, though they ap- 
proached the provisions of the measure from 
difierent saeaenints, they were on common 
ground in fighting it as savouring too much 
of protection. The Conservatives themselves 
took little interest in the bill, though they 
were at hand to support the Government 
when it came to a dis@sion. 

ADVERTISEMENTS.

Among these reasons were the wholly in- 
adequate appreciation of the importance and 
value of scientific research, the uncertainty as 
to continuity of employment,. and the in-

| SEARCH FOR A REMEDY 
IN ENGLAND, ~ 
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The search for a remedy for foot-and-mouth 
disease is being intensified by the British 
‘Board of Agriculture, 

Mr. Guinness, in - to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Heneage in th. House of Commons 
yesterday, said that the expehditure on 
research in connection with foot-and-mouth 
disease was £6,540 in the year ended Sist 
March, 1925, and £9,521 in the year ended 
last March. In the. current year the 
expenditur> was estimated at £15,000, and, so 
far as could be at present foreseen, the 
future requirements would be in the neignbour- 
hood of £15,000 # year. FProadly speaking, 
progreds was being made on several lines of 
‘attack; but the whole problem of the disease 
was still obscure. 

“ EXPORTS TO DOMINIONS. 

Replying to, Mr. Hurd, wh» asked whether, 
during tae present visit to .ngland of the 
‘Dominion Ministery, he was arranging for cne 
resumption of the sn gn of pedigree stock to 
these Dominions, either from Erland as a 
whole or from districts which could be 
certified as free from diseare, Mr. Guinness 
said that if the ;resent improvement with 
regard to foot-and-mouth disease was matn- 
taine - he proposed to — the Dominion 
Governments on this subject, but he thought 
that it would be premature to do so at this 
moment.

Wodehouse,”” this film will draw to the 
Metropole box office many people whose spar- 
ing and reluctant patronage of the cinema 
places them definitely outside the ranks of 
“picture fans.”

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WEXFORD TENANTS’ 
GRIEVANCES. 


At a largely-attended Convention of Unpur- 
chased Tenants of the County Wexford, in 
Enniscorthy on Sunday, a resolution was 
passed, pointing out that, although the Land 
Act of 1923 was three years old, hardly any 
of the County Wexford estates coming under 
it had yet been vested, and the tenants were 
still paying ‘the old “high rents; expressing 
disappointment of the tenants in being de- 
prived of 2s. in the £ reduction to whith 
they were entitled in the numerous cases 
where arrears were paid and judicial rents 
fixed, and urging the Minister of Agriculture 
to fix the “appointed day.’? The Rev. P. 
Cummins, Administrator, presided. 

Amendments to the Land Bill were adopted, 
providing for appeals from the Judicigl Com- 
missioner under the 1923 Act; that annuities 
on estates purchased under the Act shall not 
be higher than the average on adjoining 
purchased: estates; that arrears sinee 1925 
are to be added to the purchase money at 
the standard annuity scale, not the rack rent; 
that fishery rights be reserved to the tenants 
on their own land; that claims made since 
1923 to exclude lands from the operation of 
the 1923 Act be not admitted; and that all 
agricultural land not reserved to the landlord 
for building purposes before 1923 be brought 
within the new te Act. 

THE FARMERS’ BEST MARKET. . 

Mr. Wilson, T.D., explained that these 
amendments can only come before the Dail 
on the report of the Select Committee now 
sitting. As that Committee had seven out 
of its nine members farmers the tenants could 
be assured of a sympathetic hearing. If the 
Government turned down the report of the 
Committee, the No. 2 Bill would be passed 
as it stood, and the tenants must await the 
new Dail to secure further legislation to 
relieve their position.

The, pyoclamation declaring a state of 
national emergency in the Free State, 
following promptly the raid ón the Civic 
Guard. barrack at Crumlin, County 
Dublin, has created some fears as to the 
gravity of, the state of. disorder which 
exists in the Free State. The view of the 
Free State Government is that the action 
of the: Executive is merely intended to 
enable the Public Safety Act to be put 
into full operation in case of necessity, 
and is not to be regarded as an alarmist 
or panic move. CE 4 

In a conversation in London with .a 
representative oí the Press Association, 
Mr. Kevin. O'Higgins, Vice-President .of 
the Irish Executive.Council, indicated the 
opinion beJd by the Irish Government re- 
garding the outbreak of violence which 
has occurred. There are in the Free State 
840 Civic Guard. stations, each being 
occupied by three, four, or half-a-dozen 
unarmed, uniformed men. It is a 
centralised police force numbering about 
seven thousauJ, with ils headquarters i: 
Dublin. There is also an armed detective 
force numbering about two hundred 
members. . Besides: the attack on the 
Crumlin barrack..vaids have taken place 
in four counties of the Free State, and if, 
was in order to crush this disorder that 
the Public Safety Act was passed. 

MOBILISING PUBLIC OPINION. 

The fact that the Bill passed through 
the Dail in four days, with only two dis- 
sentients, and through the Senate in a 
single sitting, and with unanimity, is 
interpreted by the Government to mean 
that the country is preponderatingly in 
fevour of what has been done to restore 
public order: If this were not so, the 
Government believe that their somewhat 
drastie step would have resulted in very 
visible manifestations of disapproval. 
The Government, however, have not dis- 
covered that such disapproval | exists 
amidst the overwhelming .mass of the 
people. The net result of the course they 
have adopted, it is claimed, has been to 
mobilise the public opinion of the country 
against the outrages. 

There has been-much speculation-in Ire- |. 
land and elsewhere as to the causes which 
have led: to the lawlessness which has 
been exhibited by a section. of the 
populace. Officially it is thought that it 
may be attributed to the arrest of a man 
named Toomey on a charge which “dates 
back to last’ year, Toomey is alleged to 
be something of a military leader of the 
organisation which opposed the signing of 
the Treaty. It is felt that the shooting 
which has occurred is some sort of a 
“stunt ” reply to the man’s deteution. 

WANING POWER. 

Another possible reason, in the opinion $ 
of the Government, for the recrudescence 
of violence is the waning power of ‘the 
Republicans. The belief is held that that 
political section of the Free State is 
becoming weaker as the Govertriment sup- 
porters are increasing, and it is surmised 
that the malcontents fel€ that they must 
do something to_revive the spirits of thejr |. 
dwindling adherents: The suggestion that 
it is a ‘*demonstration’’ intended to. in- 
fluenee the coming -elections-in Ireland is 
not believed to have much foundation in | 
fact. The elections do not take place til! 
August of next year. Moreover, if thisis 
the idea at the back of the minds of the 
lawbreakers, it is regarded as extremely 
bad judgment, because the effect of their 
conduct has been more unfavourable to 
themselves than if they had pursued their 
policy peacefully from platforms and by 
propaganda. 

The Government lay stress on the view 
that the proclamation is not to be looked 
upon as the application of military law, 
but. as something technically necessary in 
order to make operative the powers con- 
ferred by the Public Safety Act. They 
think the knowledge that such a proclama- 
tion is in existence may check the possi- 
bility of a recurrence of attacks similar 
to those which have taken place.

«THE RECOGNITION OF 
INDEPENDENCE. 


The Calcutta Englishman considers that 
the report binds still closer the mother 
country and Dominions by reason of its 
very insistence on the*absolute- autonomy 
of all self-governing components of the 
Empire. 

The Indian Daily Mail (Bombay), on 
the other hand, remarks that it may at 
best end the attempts of Dominions to get 
their independence recognised by doubtful 
methods, like the application for seats on 
the Council of the League of Nations. The 
self-governing Dominions are entirely in- 
different to the course of European 
politics; This newspaper is sure that the 
Doniinions will refuse to help Great 
Britain if European affairs drag her into 
another war. 

The Indian Daily Mail then character- 
ises the part that India’s representatives 
were allowed to take in the Imperial Con- 
ference as a “ mockery and a shame,” and 
declares that India did not derive any ap- 
preciable advantage from the presence 
there of her representatives. 

The Eventing News regards the report as 
a distinct improvement in a hitherto un- 
satisfactory position, while the Rangoon 
Gazette observes that the change in 
Dominion status strengthens the Empire, 
which is no longer a prey to divided re- 
sponsibility.

“THE GOLDEN BUTTERFLY ” 
AT THE METROPOLE. 

If for no other reason than thatit is 
announced to be “from a story by P. G. 
Wodehouse,” this film will draw to the 
Metropole box office many people whose spar- 
ing and reluctant patronage of the cinema 
places them definitely outside the ranks of 
“picture fans.” One fancies the tired busi- 
ness Man laying aside his evening newspaper 
after a perfunctory study of its amusements 
column. The question, ' Where to go?” has 
for once been answered in the most emphatic 
way; the emphasis was provided by the re- 
minder that ‘*The Golden Butterfly”’ was 
from a story by the creator of ‘‘ Jeeves,”’ of 
** Archie,”’ of a certain damsel in distress, of 
a gentleman with two left-feet, of Psmith, 
financier and publicist. 

What the tired business man would be 
likely to say after leaving the presentation of 
**The Golden Butterfly’’ would probably be 
more appropriately imaginéd than repeated. 
It is incredible that his feelings could be 


‘relieved by a simple Dickensian ““tush ” or 


“pish. Your tired business man is not, 
aiter all, a glutton for the stuff of which 
many a film-producer’s dream is made, '' The 
Golden Butterfly’’ is capable of bringing 
tears to many eyes, but not to those 
moistened only by a study of slumping stocks 
and fainting markets. Fortunately for -the 
silent stage, it is not dependent for its main- 
tenance and support on the dry-eyed gentle- 
man of business, 

In the cast of “ The Golden Butte 4 
there is a Neile Aster. who bears a striking 
resemblance to the late Rudolph Valentino. 
He is the “‘strong, silent’’ character of the 
production. . As Andy McFarland, he leaves 
Cambridge University om the death of his 
father to manage the family restaurant in 
Soho. At the cashier’s desk there is his 
Lillian, who cherishes a secret 
ambition to become a dancer and to go on 
Her estrangement from Andy is 
the price paid for the realisation of her 
ambition. At what further cést she finally 
reaches his loving armsis told heartbreakingly 
by the producer. There may be a few who 
will recognise “‘P. G.’s”’ story in the tale 
thus told, and it is not too much to hope that 
the fact will not lessen their esteem for the 
preducer, who. in all fairness, it must be 
said, knows his public and gives it what it 
wants. Neile Aster, as the “strong, silent ” 
Andy McFarland, Cambridge ex-under- 
graduate, is unquestionably an actor of 
ability, while Lili Damita is consistently good 
in the title róle, Jack Trevor, whom one does 
not remember having seen before, plays an 
excellent “‘ waster.” 


LAND ACT OF 1923, 


- 


WEXFORD TENANTS’ 
GRIEVANCES. 


At a largely-attended Convention of Unpur- 
chased Tenants of the County Wexford, in 
Enniscorthy on Sunday, a resolution was 
passed, pointing out that, although the Land 
Act of 1925 was three years old, hardly any 
of the County Wexford estates coming under 
it had yet been vested, and the tenants were 
still paying ‘the old ‘high rents; expressing 
disappointment of the tenants.in being de- 
prived of 2s. in the .& reduction to which 
they were entitled in the numerous cases 
where arrears were paid and judicial rents 
fixed, and urging the Minister of Agriculture 
to fix the “appointed day.” The Rev. P. 
Cummins, Administrator, presided. 

Amendments to the Land Bill were adopted, 
providing for appeals from the Judicial Cem- 
missioner under the 1923 Act; that annuities 
on estates purchased under the Act shall not 
be higher than the average on adjoining 
purchased: estates; that arrears since 192 
are to be added to the purchase money at 
the standard annuity scale, not the rack rent; 
that fishery rights be reserved to the tenants 
on their own land; that claims made since 
1923 to exclude lands from the operation of 
the 1923 Act be not admitted; and that all 
agricultural land not reserved to the landlord 
for building purposes before 1923 be brought 
within the new es Act. 3 

THE FARMERS’ BEST MARKET. . 

Mr. Wilson, T.D., explained that these 
amendments can only come before the Dail 
on the report of the Select Committee now 
sitting. As that Committee had seven out 
of its nine members farmers the tenants could 
be assured of a sympathetic hearing. If the 
Government turned down the report of the 
Committee, the No. 2 Bill would be passed 
as it stood, and the tenants must await the 
new Dail to secure further legislation to 
relieve their position. . 

Referring to protection, Mr. Wilson said 
that the lining industry demanded a re- 
duction in the cost of Jiving in this country, 
which was high owing to high taxation, re- 
sulting from expensive administration. A 
reduction in the cost of living would enable 
the farmer to place his products better in 
the English market, the only market that 
they had where the best stuff got the best 
price.

SUCCESSFUL ACTION AGAINST 
COUNTY COUNCIL. 


Judge Sealy, K.C., at the Circuit Court in 
Kilkenny delivered judgment in the case cl 
McGrath versus the Kil enny County Council. 
Mr. McGrath was an officer of the 
Castlecomer School Attendance Committee, 
appointed fifteen years ago, and was not 
dismissed and did not resign. In the troubled 
period of 1921 the Kilkenny County Council, 
owing to the Committee sending their cases 
to the British Courts, by resolution decided 
to stop paying any funds to the Committee 
as from December, 1921. The Secretary o! 
the Committee, Mr. D. O'’Carroll, summoned 
the meetings as usual, but no member of the 
Committee turned up, owing to the resolution 
of the County Council, as well as the fact 
that the Rural District Council refused to 
allow the Committee to meet in the board 
room as usual. Mr. McGrath issued a process 
for a year’s salary from January list to 
December 3lst, 1922, the result of his case 
to be taken as involving the two other officers 
of the Committee, who also were not paid any 
salary from December, 1921. I 

On hearing the evidence of the plaintiff, 
the Secretary of the Committee and the 
Secretary of the County Council (Mr. Thomas 
an and aseertaining that the plaintiff was 
at all times ready to do the work if called 
upon, Judge Sealy, in the course of his 
judgment, said that Regulations 5. and 10 


two relied upon by the defence in this case, 
and they prescribed that the School Attend. 
ance Committee would issue from time to time 
a certificate for payment of expenses legally 
incurred by the Committee. Did these regula- 
tions bind the plaintiff? These regulations 
were made ty the County Council to guide 
their committees in the mode and conduct of 
their proceedings.

and all were in excellent taste. 

A few years ago the recently deceased 
mother of the present owner began to sell 
some of the best pieces, including the heavier 
and gó a mahogany. She was led to this 
by the fate of Ballynahinch, her other house, 
a mile or two away, which was stripped 
almost bare by looters, who, in the days 
before the Civic Guards bécdme established, 
plundered everything, even to the slates off 
the roof. Derrymore escaped that fate, but 
the steps that were taken to prevent it de- 
prived to-day’s sale of some of the best things 
that were the pride of the family possessions. 
For instance, an Adam sideboard, which 
was recently sent to London, was sold there 
for two hundred guineas. The rich W.lléea- 
tion of family portraits were also sent away 
early from Derrymore. 


THE SALE. 

There was a very large attendance at to- 
day’s sale, which was confined to the con- 
tents of the hall, the drawingroom and the 
library. They were made up almost en- 
tirely of residents of Clare and the Counties 
e Esmedok, Cork and Tipperary. There 
was one successful bidder all the way from 
Ballina, and a few from Dublin. Mr. 
McMahon got through the five hundred lots 
whici were offeréd in just under five hours, 
In comparison with similar dispersals within 
the past twelve months, it was not a dear 
sale. Nothing went beyond its value, but 
there were several real bargains, notably im 
the lots of plated ware, glass and china. 

Some nice pieces of mahogany went for 
less than might have been expected. There 
was no noticeable demand for one class of 
furnishings more than another. Everything 
was bought up quickly, and at prices that 
showed that the bidders knew what they 
were about. 
£100 paid by Mr. Gilbert, a Dublin dealer, 
for an unusual type of draught screen, a 
very fine example of eighteenth century 
Dutch art. Its Fás walls of walnut, about 
seven feet high, were covered with painted 
leather. The mahogany bookcases in the 
same room were also out of the ordinary. 
Their artistic characteristic was the panelling 
in beaten brass, diamond shaped, ch was 
ten feet wide by nine high. Two were knocked 
down to Mr. Stephen O’Mara, Limerick, at 
and the third to District 
Justice Gleeson, Ennis, for £20. 


THE ‘‘CRIES OF LONDON.” 

Right at the start of the sale a surprise 
was caused by the lively bidding for a set ol 
thirteen of the “ Cries of London,’’ painted 
by Wheatley, which finally went for £35 to 
Monsignor Ryan, Tipperary. The pictures in 
the drawingroom, almost all in oils and most 
of them in splendid Florentine frames, sold 
very irregularly. They were all nice to look 
at and well painted, but, with one or two 
exceptions, by unknown artists. The highest 
price, £15, was paid by Mrs. Corbett, Queen's 
Hotel, Ennis, for a good oil painting brought 
from Italy by the late General Gore's mother. 
A large oy Eó by Adrian Jones, showing 
General Gore riding at the head of his troops 
in South Africa, was sold for £13. There 
were many acceptable bargains in drawing- 
room bric-a-brac, as, for example, a Dresden 
ware basket, £1; a richly decorated Chinese 
powder bowl, £1 12s. 6d.; a pair of graceful 
china vases, 13s.; a pair of heavy carved gilt 
brackets, £2; small marble mantelpiece 
figures, 30s. and £2 2s. 6d. respectively; and, 
best of all, four pieces of richly ornamented 
Indian silver, including a jug and vase, for 
£5 10s. Mr, O'Regan, Sixmilebridge, got the 
last-named after the liveliest bidding of the 
day. 
Two buhl pieces went cheaply. One was a 
cabinet in ebony, 54ft. by 3ft. 10if., mounted 
in ormulu, and the price was £14. The other 
was a 5ft. by Sft. oval table, mounted 
in ormtlu, with cabriole legs and carved 
figures, and 1t went for £12. A 33ft. by 21ít. 
Melton carpet, in excellent condition, made 
only £26, and the 24ft. by 21ft. carpet in the 
library, which was almost new, was good 
buying at £10. Chairs and tables, all of good 
quality and nice design, were easy to secure 
at reasonable figures. Few bargains could be 
more acceptable than that of General Parker, 
who got a lovely Chippendale armchair, with 
a very artistic four-rod back in mahogany, 
for £4 2s. 6d.

CONDEMNED SCHOOLS,

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“ EVIL AND THE DEVIL.” 
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COLLEGE THEOLOGICAL SOCIETY 

At a general meeting of Trinity College 
Theological Society last ~mght, Mr. wv 
Pakenham-Walsh read a paper on ‘‘ Evil and 
the Devil.’’ The President of the Society, the 
Rev. Chancellor A. H. McNeile, D.D., 
presided. 

In. the course of his paper, Mr. Pakenham- 
Walsh said that the historical origin of con- 
ception of the devil was unwarranted in pre- 
Christian era. Neither Abraham, nor Moses, 
nor Samuel, nor David, nor Isaiah, nor 
Jeremiah, nor any of the earlier prophets had 
ever heard of such a potentate. None of them 
mentioned him. Devil, with the definite 
article, as signifying the Prince of Darkness, 
did not occur in the Old Testament. ‘‘Devils,”’ 
in the plural, was found four times in the 
old version of the Hebrew Scriptures, and in 
two of them it was a palpable and ridicuigas 
'mistranslation. 

The serpent which tempted Eve had been 
popularly identified with Satan, or the devil; 
but there was not one word in the narrative 
which suggested ‘any such thing. 

The lecturer said that belief in the devil 
involved worship of the devil through super- 
stition and fear. It was the spirit of Jesus 
Christ.in the world to-day that was steadiiy 
banishing this dreadful dogma from the earth. 
He had brought into the world a conception 
of God and of His kingdom, which, when once 
the world was able to receive it, would make 
an end of all this dismal doctrine of fear and 
superstition. Mav God speed the day when 
all these spectral kingdoms of superstition 
shall disappear in the brightness of the glory 
of Him Who came to lead the world into 
the knowledge of God.

LABOTR AND THE. 
GOVERNMENT. 


MR. JOHNSON’S 
CRITLCISMS. 
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A largely attended public meeting was 
held in the Town Hall, Clonmel, yesterday 
evening under the presidency of Mr. Allan 
B. Brady, .T.C., to form a local labour poll- 
tical club, at which the chief speakers were 
Mr. Daniel Morrissey, T.D., and Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, T.D., Leader of the Irish Labour 
Party. Mr. Johnson criticised the policy of 
the Government on the Imperial Conference, 
and their treatment of matters raised in the 
interest of labour. 

Mr, Morrissey urged the formation of a 
strong local labour political club to advance 
Labour’s interests. Labour’s programme 
was broad enough and democratic enough 
to embrace all citizens anxious to advance 
the prosperity and well-being of the country. 
The political side of Labour had not been 
as well devoloped as it should be, and now 
was the time to make a step forward in 
this respect. . 

THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

Mr. Johnson, who received an ovation, 
said that they claimed that the Labour 
Party had put forward with greater care 
and precision policies affecting social and 
economic - problems than: any other party. 
They were charged with being mere critics, 
mere opponents of construction, but nothing 
was further from the truth. They had read 
in the papers columns of reports about the 
Imperial Conference, and they were accom- 
panied by rather fulsome praise of its re- 
sults as affecting the Free State. He had 
from the beginning urged that their Govern- 
ment should play a fuller part in all world 
affairs in which it may be interested and 
upon which it may have a good effect in the 
way Of promoting international peace and 
progress. He had, therefore, strongly sup- 
vorted the position of the Free State in re- 
erence to the League of Nations, and had 
continually urged that the Government 
should at all times make the very most of 
every improvement pessible in Treaty 
arrangements. 

He was pleased to see that their conten- 
tions as to the meaning of their status under 
the Treaty had been confirmed by the Con- 
ference, but he wished to utter one strong 
dissent from those claiming that this report 
signifies a great advance for the Free State 
in respect to international affairs within the 
community of nations known as the British 
Empire. The position had been clarified, but 
in respect of the Free State and the world 
outside the Empire, this document of the 
Conference represents retrogression, not 
progress; for he was sorry to see that 
the xepresentatives of the Free State 
in London had by implication subscribed to 
the doctrine of unified foreign policy for the 
British Empire. There was coupled with that 
document the positive declaration that the 
Free State is not affected by any particular 
treaty with which Britain engages itself, and 
that Britain may enter upon international 
treaties and that the Free State will be in- 
volved unless they distinctly disassociated 
themselves. That was a distinctly retrogres- 
sive position. Some of them had been urging 
for years that the direction of their inter- 
national policy should be through the League 
of Nations, to acquire a position that 
countries outside the Empire would recognise 
their neutrality in case that Great Britain 
went to war. That was the _ reasonable 
position to assume, that if Britain engaged 
In war the Free State should make it plain to 
Britain that they were not concerned. In 
international policies Ireland’s policy must be 
made through the League of Nations. 

UNEMPLOYMENT IN THE STATE. 

As unemployment, the question the 
Labour Party had endeavoured on every 
oceasion to force on the Government s atten- 
tion was the necessity for dealing adequately 
with the problem by providing work for 
those willing to work, the extension of the 
unemployment insurance ‘scheme, and that 
workers in the Free State should be put in 
the same position as those in Northern Ire 
land and Britain. The Government made 
promises on the matter, but on the re- 
assembling of the Dail .the Government re¢ 
fused to restore the uncovenanted benefit for 
those unemployed. The Labour Party put 
down a resolution on the matter pressing the 
Government to meet the situation, and in 
reply the Minister for Industry made the 
most callous, inhuman and singular speech 
that he had heard in the Dail for four years, 
saying that there was no widespread un- 
employment. that adequate provision had 
been made by the Government to meet the 
situation, and that there was no need to 
extend the insurance. 

Mr. Johnson contended that unemployment 
was as high as four times the figures quoted 
by the Minister (22,000), and on which they 
based their policy and decisions—a serious 
matter for the people and the country. 
The Labour Party know that unemployment 
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and its ill consequences were rife through the 
land, and when they made their case in the 
people’s Parliament they were treated : with | 
insult and contumely and a singular disregard | 
of the people’s interests. It was an exhibi- 
tion of arrogance that he never wished to 
witness again. Though there had been a 
recess of four months, the Government on 
re-assembling had no work for the Dail and 
adjourned so that Ministers might go and 
address political meetings. 

He concluded with an appeal for the forma- 
tion of a strong local Labour political club.

LACK OF ACCOMMODATION FOR 
DURHAM PATIENTS. 


Cases of smallpox are occurring daily in 
the Brandon Urban area of Durham County, 
the village mostly affected being Waterhouses, 
and it has now been decided to open vaccina- 
tion centres in the area. 

Since the Ist ult. there have been 292 cases, 
92 of which occurred during last week. 
Arrangements have been made with -the 
Middlesbrough authorities to take fifty cases, 
and other patients are isolated at Newcastle. 

A number of patients are still at their 
homes owing to lack of accommodation, and 
Dr. Smith, the local medical officer, intimated 
yesterday that he had urged on the Chairman 
of the Urban District Council the imperative 
necessity of providing beds, regardless of 
expense.

COMPULSORY. IRISH. 

TO THE EMITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Siz,--You might permit the observations of 
a member of the ‘aboriginal race”’ on the 
question of compulsory Irish. The spiritual 
and educational leaders of Protestants are 
imbued with the belief that the enforcement 
of Irish (to the exclusion of other subjects) in 
the schools means a crying injustice to their 
children. One doubting their sincerity would 
be ignoring facts; yet the Government turns 
a deaf ear to their most earnest pleadings 
and protestations. The Protestant opposition 
is erroneously supposed to be political or 
sectarian on this account; but it seems that 
a vast majority of Catholics, while by no 
means against [Irish as a necessary school 
subject, are utterly opposed to thé methods 
of the Education Ministry—for the reason 
that it is possible to go too far even in a 
right direction. 

I discriminate between the preservation and 
the ME B3. ESB of the language. The former 
I take to be a deep obligation on the part of 
every Irishman, while the spreading of Irish 
I view as very cOmmendable and harmless 
within limits. So much, however, am I con- 
vinced of the greater importance of the 
former that I think there is much in the 
suggestion that the Government should erect 
a pale (so to speak) between the Irish- 
speaking and English-speaking districts of the 
country for purposes of education, industrial 
development, etc. 

It is illusory to suppose that language is a 
necessary pickle for nationality. In the late 
national struggle against Britain, for instance, 
it was the English-speaking parts of the 
country that mostly kept the flame alive. 
Hence it is a fallacy to dub as ‘‘ West- 
British,’’ ‘“‘imperialistic,”’ the attitudes of 
those who cannot see eye to eye with the 
Minister for Education. I would ask our 
rulers to reflect whether the education system 
in the North, as respects Irish, has outraged 
the feelings of the Nationalist minority there : 
seemingly not, unless we are to construe their | 
silence for weakness or for tolerance. Yet |

In spite of the undeniable drawbacks to 
the industrialising of rural areas, [ do not 
think that anyone but a crank will deny its 
necessity and its benefit to the human race 
The logical conclusion of Mr. Roberts's 

hilosophy would be ‘‘ Back to the jungle.”’ 
No doubt, Fittsburg, U.S.A., was a more 
picturesque place when the noble savage Red- 
there unmolested. No doubt, 
aiso, Lancashire was more beautiful in the 
days of the Heptarchy than it is now. I 
bad a fine view of it quite lately, when [ 
enjoyed a motor drive from Halifax to St. 
Helens, via Bury, Rochdale and Wigan. If 
1 wanted to study unspoiled Nature, | 
would not go there. Does Mr. Roberts think 
the world wouid be a better piace, if he 
could wave a magician’s wand and make the 
Lancashire industrial area vanish, and there- 
with some millions of human beings, and the 
means of living of some millions more? Does 
he regard Arkwright, James Watt, George 
Stephenson, Sir T. Lipton, Edison, Heary 
Ford, etc., as criminals? These men, and 
many others like them, have, no doubt, 
benefited themselves, and put plenty of 
money into their own pockets by their in- 
dustrial pioneering; but has it ever occurred 
to theorists like Mr. Roberts that, for every 
million which a man like Henry Ford puts 
into his pocket, he has put about fifty 
millions, perhaps more, into the pockets of 
other and lesser people The great captain 
of industry is not only a great creator of 
wealth, but a great distributor of wealth. 
He is, in fact, the milch cow of a whole 
population of busy workers. 

‘hen a new source of power—which is the 
same thing as a new source of wealth—is 
waiting to be developed, it is always the 
brains, enterprise and money of one or a few 
that has made the development possible. The 
industrial prosperity of England could never 
have existed without the brains of Arkwright, 
Watt, Stephenson and their like—without the 
brains, plus the money, of the men who 


i located the coal seams and sank the shafts 


and overcame the thousand-and-one engine>r- 
ing difficulties of reaching the minerals. The 
men whose hands did the actual work 
could never have even commenced to do it 
if brains had not shown the way and capital 
provided the means. As the labourer is 
worthy of his hire, so the man who makes 
the labourer’s labour possible is also worthy 
of his; and the wages of brains must always 
wages of hands, just 
because brains are scarce, while hands are 
plentiful, . 

I have no doubt that Mr. Roberts some 
times takes a motor drive. [ darésay he even 
enjoys it. Possibly he even possesses a car 
himself. Doubtless, also. he finds the railway 
Would he like to do without 
them?’ Who made these things possible? 
Was it the Socialist philosopher, with his 
green-eyed envy of better men than himself? 
What has he ever done for the world? His 
nostrums have always been a wretched 
failure whenever and wherever tried. 

More power to the man who harnesses the 
Sun, or radium, or the atom. or any other 
new source of power and wealth. We do not 
want to go back to the jungle. We want to 
go forward to greater and still greater con- 
quests of nature, or rather co-operations with 
nature. We want the Earth to become more 
and more capable of providing homes for 
human beings. The Socialist will never do 
it.

A STUPEFYING INTOXICANT. 

Commenting on the wrevalence of 
methylated spirit drinking, Dr. MacGregor, 
Medical Officer of Health for Glasgow, 
yesterday said that it produced a stupefying 
type of intoxication, with slow recovery, It 
was taken mixed with whiskey, beer ur 
Spanish wine, and there seemed to be a 
variety of ways of making it more palatable.
